Policy Toward the Far East prepared in the Depart- 
ment of State, would be transmitted in the next few days. On 
February 23 the Senior NSC Staff agreed that this project should 
be completed as a matter of priority. 


A draft report on the subject by the Department of State was 
circulated by the reference memo dated March 15 for Senior Staff 
consideration at an early meeting. In transmitting the staff 
study, the Deputy Under Secretary of State indicated that the 
report should be considered as superseding NSC 48/2 and com- 
pleting action by the Department called for by the NSC 101 series;
